The point was then made in the early 
hours of the morning that it would bi 
good politics to avoid collision on the 
only point in dispute. This was im. 
possible with the usual declaration of 
principles by resolutions because no 
one could draw a resolution that would 
satisfy both the eastern and the west- 
ern delegates. 


It was proposed to go further than 


Thurston'a resolution and adopt only

;he league is an auxiliary and not a 
primary organization, and, therefore, it 
would be best to wait the action of the 
republican national convention of 1890 
and not to anticipate it. 
All efforts 


among the leaders and delegates, as 
well as among the committeemen, were 
today directed toward this plan, with a 
lew to preventing such a fight in the 
convention as there was in the com- 
mittee on resolutions last night.

These confer- 
ences also delayed the assembling of 
-he connention which was to have been 
brought together at 10 o'clock and was 
delayed over an hour. 


The Pennsylvania delegates today 


decided to cast the united vote of their 
delegation for General UcAlpin, of 


York, for the presidency. The 


Tennessee delegation met before the 
convention and decided that the new 
Bouth had not been as prominently 
brought to the front before the conven- 
tion as other sections. 


A resolution was adopted requesting 


ex-Congressman Wm. R. Moore to pre- 
pare an address to the republican party 
of the United States to be delivered to 
the convention, setting forth the claims 
of the south to a fuller recognition by 
the party. 


General UcAlpin, the prospective 


president, was relieved before day-break 
of his gold watch, diamond and money. 


Among those accorded an ovation on 


entering the hall today wao Gen. Asa 
8. Bushnell, the republican candidate 
for governor of Ohio, and who sat os 
one of the Ohio delegates. 


When President Tracy called the 


convention to order at 11 n. m., the 
firat thing done was the appointment 
of Senator-elect Thurston, of Nebraska, 
If. Clay Evans, of Tennessee; Ex-Gov- 
ernor Prince, of New, Mexico; Messrs. 
Goodoow, of Minneapolis, and Buck, of 
Or c>rgia, to wait on Ex-Senator Warner 
Miller, of New York, and invite him to 
address the convention.

up resolutions expressive of their views,

The acknowledged deficiency in tho

The using of surface water from Spy 


Run basin to supply a deficiency., even 
:or a day, would, as did the experiment 
of last summer, imperil the health and 
ives of our nearly fifty thousand citi- 
zens. 


Should emergency demand tho tem- 


porary use from this dangerous source 
the people are entitled to and should 
liave due notice in advance that they 
may avoid the risks which the drinking 
of this polluted water would incur.
